These reports focus on 11 performance measures
related to adoption, child protection, foster care, child support, family assistance and food support, plus various social and economic
factors. The types of reports that can be created are:

- Graphs: See how a performance measure has changed over time and compare the trends in as many as five counties. Beain creating a

- Profiles: Get detailed information about a single county, including all 11 performance measures and a number of demographic and

= Rankings: See how Minnesota counties of similar population size rank on a performance measure. Begin creating a ranking report here.
